Mr. Romeyn thinks that the Board of Supei 
visors of 1871 did wrong In prosecuting John 
C. Brodhead, but should have accepted the 
assets offered. 
This speech as reported In the Journal dif­ 
fers very maleria'ly from the report In Tile 
Freeman, particularly iu oueor two passages, 
which would seem to put Mc. Brodhead in the 
position of n martyr, au l Mr. Cornell in that 
of a heartless persecutor.

Earn, which ran Into and sank the Ville du 
Havre, have arrived at Plymouth. 
They were 
brought Into port by the British Queen, which 
took them off the Loch Earn on the 29th ult., 
ut which time she was in a sinking condition. 
An account of the Ville du Havre disaster 
given by tho rescued crew represents that tho 
Captain aud Second Mate of the steamer came 
on i»oard the Loch Earn shortly after tho col­ 
lision and did not ussiit In saving any of the 
passengers, and that a majority of the French 
crew exhibited lamentable cowardice. 


STATEMENT OF TRK LOCH EARN'S CAPTAIN. 


L ondon, Dec. 7 .—The Captain of the Loch 
Earn mako* the following statem ent: 
After first sighting the steamer and seeing 
that she was coming dangeron*!y near, the 
Captain of the Loch Earn rang the ship * lull 
and ported Ids helm. 
Tao helm of the steam­ 
er was put way to the starboard, but the 
steamer came right across the Loch Earn’s 
bow*. 
H ie people in the first boat from the 
French steamer did not #ay she sinking, but 
the Captain of the Loch Earn, observing the 
steamer was settling down, sent out bls boat*. 
Neither tho flr*t Freucb boat nor the second 
one, which arrived shortly afterwards, bring­ 
ing the First and Second Lieutenants of the 
Ville du Havre, attempted to return, but in

Loeb Earn, 
aud 
the 
threats

Tho clothing of the French 
officer* who reached the deck of tho Loch 
Earn was dry, showing no signs of their hav­ 
ing been In tho water. 
Filmily, some En­ 
glishmen seized and maimed one of the French 
boats aud went to the rescue of Iboze strug­ 
gling lo the tea. 
Only one of Hie French 
boat’* crew assisted iu tho rescue. 
The C 'plain of the Loeb Earn considers 
that Hie great loss of life resulted from the 
fact that bi* ves*cl drifted such a long dis­ 
tance from the steamer after the collision, te- 
fore it was |K>sslble t i shorten sill, from the 
ta rJiocs# of the steam >r in aho v in ; signal* of 
distress ami from the misconduct of her crew.

It is this feat of making men of one 
party equally bad with the other that gives 
rings power. 
Even those whoso sympathies are most 
strongly with S.iain in her sirutale to estab­ 
lish a republic and especially with her presi­ 
dent in his desire to emancipate the slaves in 
Cuba, inuitllnd their warmest feelings aroused 
for the Cuban patriots a3 they 3ec how they 
are excelling the Voluuteers in their mode of 
conducting war.

The 
girls and women are apt to make more fuss 
but it were hasty to conclude that the length 
and breadth of a demonstration is a fair meas 
ore of the amount of mortification of feeling 
existing in a given case. Besides a true man 
Is as modest as a true woman, and he ought 
lo De. To assume the contrary is to concede 
that men arc essentially and uaturally worse 
than women. That we do Dot believe, x 
mean girl in a school is more damaging an 
hateful than five mean boys, and the variety 
and 6ubtle'y of their meanness is quite com 
mensúrate with the so-called delicacy of their 
organization. We must have fair play in the 
law of punishment aud good judgmeut in tiie 
teachers; but no exemption for the expert 
desceudauta of Eve—the first siuuer. 


H ow It Looki Now. 
We had hoped that there would be no furth­ 
er need to reeur to Spanish aflairs, as only a 
few days si nee-every aspect of the case prom­ 
ised an early adjustment of the difficulty on a 
basis of unity and good .with Sraco then the 
backbone of the Captain-General ha3 failed 
him and he now demands a recall from the 
Home Government. The Ca3lno Español has 
frightened the poor man into thq notion 
that no authority can be enforced in Cuba 
save their own. Anticipating by an Instinct 
whose previsions are perfectly correct that to 
allow the Madrid p:ogratnme In the case of 
the Virginias to be carried out means an ul­ 
timate surreuder of the estates they now hold 
without a pretence of right, and at last the 
abolition of slavery Itselr upon the Island, the 
Peninsulars are determined to risk the roost 
serious dispute rather than peaceably to give 
up the vessel. Thereupon Castelar himself 
grows a little ruint-hearteJ and requests of 
the United States such a modification of our 
protocol as will place the Virginius in the 
hands of neutral parties, until the question of 
her nationality ,can be settled. This, of 
course, we cannot concede, as such a step on 
our part would be a manifest stultification of 
our previous action; which has all along been 
based upon tbeassamptlon that there was no 
such question in debate. As will be seen 
from thee facts peace is uot yet assured, as 
we all believed. Rev. Mr. Talmage and other 
belligerent clergx men may yet have the hap­ 
piness of leading their enthusiastic regiments 
to the smoky and bloody front of battle. Not­ 
withstanding, the patience of our rulers in 
Washington Is something wonderful. 
They 
will not set a day earlier than the 25th inst. 
for the return of our property and, according 
to a late dispatch, “desire to offend the pride 
of the Havanesc as little as possible. ” This 
Christian forethought for the minutest delica­ 
cies of the situation is magnificent for its alti­ 
tude and its beauty. Speaking for ourselves 
we thought Grant and Fish were treating the 
Spaniards very kindly in m t rushing at once 
to arms, and their position received our hear­ 
ty concurrence; but now that they hesitate 
to offend the pride” of a set of professional 
butchers! well, our imagination is paral­ 
yzed, and we can only fall upon faces in un 
speakable admiration.

IÍ anything connected with a tragedy can 
be funny there is an element of humor iu the 
case of Mechella, the murderer, wiiopioiauely 
awaits the nppiicatlou of Jersey justice.

Mr. Romeyn-s Speeds. 
Hr. William II. Romeyn made a very long 
speech before the Board or Supervisors a fe.v 
evenings since in reference to tho John C. 
Brodbead troubles and lawsuits. Tho speech 
is renj long, occupying between nine and ten 
columns of space in the Journal. Little if any 
new evidence is produced, but the u!d ground 
which Mr. Brodhead’s friends have claimed all 
along is taken, namely, that the prosecution 
was solely through the influence and at the 
instigation of Thomas Cornell. 
Mr. Romeyn thinks that the Board of Super­ 
visors of 1871 did wrong in prosecuting John 
C. Brodbead, but should have accepted the 
assets ottered. 
This speech as reported in the Journal dif­ 
fers very materially from the report in The 
Freeman, particularly iu one or two passages, 
which would seem to put Mr. Brodbead in the 
position of a martyr, aud Mr. Cornell in that 
of a heartless persecutor. 
Mr. Romeyn's speech is quite useful as 
showing the position occupied by himself 
in the controversy. His opinion as to the 
proper settlement seems t© prevail to a certain 
extent in Kingston. In other parts of the 
county the teeling is nearly unauimons. The 
Board of Supervisors expressed that feeling of 
the people In 1871. The people spoke again 
through their representatives, the Board of 
1872, reiterating the expression of the public 
The subject has been again thoroughly venti 
luted and discussed. Wo do not think the 
Supervisors of 1S73 will change the action of 
those of 1871. 
We have to regret that Mr. Roireyn has 
misconstrued somewhat the position of the 
Independent on the question iu the followiu 
extract: 
“And now, gentlemen, when the crusade 
against the late County Treasurer has evenln 
ated in the discomfiture of its instigators, the 
New Paliz Independent, at once the adviser 
and defender of the Board for 18711 steps to 
the front and says: ‘We don’t think that John 
C. Brodbead is an unmitigated scoundrel by 
any means, or that ho deliberately planned to 
steal from the county.’ This wa3 as obvious 
aud patent in 18(51 as it is to-day. And if 
what the Independent concedes is true—if Mr 
Jlrodhead’s oflence was, in fact, simply venal 
—if it was the result of indiscretion or over 
confidence merely—if it constituted a technical 
violation of law, vet involved no moral turpi 
tude—what justification is there for the Board 
In adopting a policy towards him which played 
directly into the bauds of the yelping pack 
who were pursuing Mr. Brodbead to his rum— 
who ridicule i his sickness as a sham—who 
denounced him as a public robber, and do 
tnanded his arrest and imprisonment ?’’ 
If Mr. Romeyn had qnoted the whole para 
graph from the Independent he would hav 
seen that we bad not been inconsistent, as he 
tries to muko us appear. What we said then 
we say to-day and have said all along: That 
John C. B rodée ad did uot deliberately plan to 
rob the conoty as Tweed did in New York, but 
that he was guilty of criminal and r. ekles 
misuse and squandering of the people’; 
money, which in a public officer ¡3 no light 
crime. We say, moreover, and have said all 
along, that wc wero opposed to compromisin 
with criminals on the ground of expediency 
Mr. Romeyn entitles his speech “ An Earn 
est Plea for a Square Settlement” It is, in 
our opinion, as one-sided and partial a state 
ment of the case as could have been made by 
Mr. Brodbead bimselt or one of his paid coun 
eel. He upbraids Mr. Cornell because he 
would not pay more than 70 cents on a dollar 
to Mr. Brodbead for the bonds of the Rondout 
& Oswego R. R., but thinks he should have 
given par for them. Does not Mr. Romeyn 
know that plenty of bonds of ruilroaiD, just 
as good as the Rondout Sc Oswego then were, 
could have been bought at 70 or 80 cents at 
that time? Besides, Mr. Cornell put those 
very bonds up at auction to satisfy the clamors 
of those who said ho did not pay Mr. Brod 
bead their value, and a customer could not bo 
found to bid any higher. 
Mr. Romeyn endeavors to shield the default­ 
ing Treasurer behind tho New Bond Commit 
tee oi 1870, who allowed him to squander the 
county funds in loans to his friends. Will Mr. 
Romeyn or any other man of common senge 
pretend that a committee of the Boar.t of 8a 
pervisors can justify a County Treasurer in 
acting in pjain violation of the letter and 
spirit o? the law, which declared that the 
County Treasurer should be the sole custodian 
of the bonds, and that they should only bo 
sold for cash or exchanged at par for old 
bonds ? 
In the matter of the stolen bonds Mr. Ro 
rneyu’a representation Í3 equally partial and 
onesided. Has he beeu asleep for tho last 
faw months? Has he read tho affidavits of 
Messrs. Daniel Bradbury, Morgan Everson and 
Jonathan W. Hasbrouck ? or does he think 
that those geutlemen have wilfully perjured 
themselves in their statements as to what Mr.

THE LATE DISASTER. 
COWARDICE AND CARELESSNESS 
THE CAUSE. 
Statement ot the Loch Earn’» Crew. 
L ondon, Dec. 7.—The crew of the Loch 
Earn, which ran into and sank the Ville du 
Havre, have arrived at Plymouth. They were 
brought into port by tho British Queen, which 
took them off the Loch Earn on the 29th ult., 
at which time she was in a sinking condition. 
An account of the Ville du Havre disaster 
given by tho rescued crew represcuts that the 
Captain and Second Mate oí the steamer came 
on board the Loch Earn shortly after tho col­ 
lision and did not assist In saviDg any of the 
passengers, and that a majority of the French 
crew exhibited lamentable cowardice. 
STATEMENT OF THE LOCH EARN’S CAPTAIN. 
London, Dec. 7.—The Captaiu of the Loch 
Earn makes the following statement: 
After first sighting the steamer and seeing 
that she was coming dangerously near, the 
Captain of the Loch Earn rang the ship's bell 
and ported his helm. The helm of the steam­ 
er was put way to the starboard, but the 
steamer came right across the Loch Eara’s 
bows. The people in the first boat from the 
French steamer did not say she sinking, but 
the Captain of the Loch Earn, observing the 
Bteamer was settling down, sent out bis boats. 
Neither tho first Freuck boat nor the second 
one, which arrived shortly afterwards, bring­ 
ing the First and Second Lieutenants of the 
Ville du Havre, attempted to return, but in 
spite of the expostulations of all 
the 
crew who were 
left on board 
the 
Loch Earn, aud 
the threats of her 
mates to fire on 
them, remained along­ 
side the ship. The clothing of the French 
officers who reached the deck of tho Loch 
Earn was dry, showing no signs of their hav­ 
ing been in the water. Finally, some En­ 
glishmen seized and manned one of the French 
boats aud went to the rescue of those strug­ 
gling in the sea. O.ily one of the French 
boat’s crew assisted iu the rescue. 
The Captain oi the Loch Earn considers 
that the great loss of life resulted from the 
fact that his vessel drifted such a long dis­ 
tance from the steamer after the collision, be­ 
fore it was possible to shorten sail, from the 
tardiness of the steamer in shoving signals of 
distress and from the misconduct of her crew. 
GRAND FUNERAL SERVICE FOR THE VICTIMS. 
IIavbe. Doc. 7.—A grand funeral service 
for those who lost their live3 on board the 
steamship Ville du Havre was held iu this city 
yesterday. 
Subscriptions for the survivors 
have been raised in France to the aniouut of 
40,000 francs.

This disagreement has existed for some time. 
It is understood that in the recent negotiations

pondencia says they have had frequent disa­ 
greements before. There was almost a rup­ 
ture with Fish on the occasion of his corres­ 
pondence attending the remand of Bldwell 
from Havana and the Ho.vard case, when 
Fish ignored Sickles and dealt directly with 
the Spanish Minister. It Is generally said in 
diplomatic circles that Iho good offices 
or the British Ministry accomplished a settle­ 
ment, but now as Fish proposes farther con­ 
cessions Sickles resigns. Tfce Cuban authori­ 
ties demand that the Virginius be delivered at 
some Spanish or Porto Rico port at the dis­ 
cretion of Soler, Colonial Minister, there to 
await arbitration. 
Opposition to President Castelar 13 culmin­ 
ating in a Cabinet crisis. The whole Spanish 
press indignantly protest against the tone oi 
President Grant's message as an impertinent 
interference in Caban affairs, which are really 
none of his business. Tho cause of the Cabi­ 
net crisis is a charge that Castelar panders to 
America.

Whatever may have been suggested here­ 
tofore as to the programme, it can now be 
asserted that the Virginius will be delivers 
to one of our naval vessels within the nex 
ten days at a Calían port in open day and 
the surviving passengers and crew will be 
transferred to a United Btates ship at Snnti 
ago iu an equally open manner. The vessels 
to perform these services will soon be, If they 
have not already been, designated by the 
Secretary of the Navy. This is the ctfBiiitioi 
of aflairs to-night, which has served to in 
spire tho hope of continued peace with Spain 
In order that the U nited States may contiuue 
to give their moral support to the Castelar 
government iu Its efforts establish the rc 
public. 
Admiral Polo ha3 lately received a com 
muipcaiion from Captain General Jovellar in 
which there is no reference to tho subject of 
bis alleged resignation.

—The granges of “ Patrons of Husbandry” 
have been steadily increasing of late in the 
New England states, and especially in west­ 
ern Massachusetts, where the movement has 
been only a recent one, but in Vermont it took 
root mauy mouths ago and some fifty granges 
have been established. 
We learn that tho 
movement is progressing in Maine and New 
Hampshire, and that soon state granges will 
be formed in both those states. 
A curious story comes to us across the 
ocean of a shapeless bundle of rags found 
in a tree-top in the South African colony of 
Natal. It proved to be one of the m 
balloons which fl MteJ out ot Paris during the 
siege with a freight of letters and dispatches 
—orders from the government of national de­ 
fence to its Generals in the field, and messages 
of love and cheer, sorrow and complaint, from 
the suffering citizens to their friends outside. 
Natal is over 3,< 00 miles from Paris in a direc­ 
tion almost due south. We should like to 
know what Prof. Wise's cas;cr!y current was 
doing while the air-sbip made this extraordi­ 
nary voyage. 
—The New' Bedford Mercury says that a few 
days ago Nelson H. Stevens, a boy living at 
East Fair Ilaveu, Mass., saw a large eagle 
swoop down on a (lock of fowl, seize one and 
fly into the woods. The boy went for his gun, 
which was loaded with shot for rabbit-shoot­ 
ing, and, on pursuing the eagle, found that 
the fowl had escaped, and that the eagle was 
chasing it through the bushes. He then fired, 
wounded the eagle, and a fierce hand-to-buiid 
tussle ensued, in which the boy thought he 
had killed it. He seized his prize and, start­ 
ing for home, threw it over a wall which came 
iu nis way, when it again flew back to the 
woods. Tho hoy followed, and in another 
fight made sure of killing the bird. He then 
took it home, and found that it weighed eight 
and a half pounds and measured six feet nine 
inches from tip to tip of wings. 
—About one o’clock oil the morning of 
Nov. 10, a large merchant vessel under full 
sail and on fire was seen running for Kings­ 
town harbor in Ireland. She proved to be the 
Nangpore, an iron ship, Irom Calcutta for 
Liverpool, with a cargo of coilnn, jute, and 
saltpetre. She had taken fire four days before 
and the crew had become so worn out iu thei1' 
ettorts to keep down the flames that when 
she entered the harbor they were unable to 
take in sail. Both anchors were let go, but 
they did not eatcb, and she drifted 
among the 
vessels 
with which the 
harbor was crowded. 
She struck a 
heavily ladou schooner, causing her to sink, 
while*lhe crow saved themselves by dinn ing 
into the rigging of the Nangporo. Another 
schooner and u sloop were also wrecked by 
the burning vessel, the captain of the sloop 
being thrown overboard and drowned. The 
Nangnore finally came to opposite the Royal 
Irish Yacht Club house and she was sunk by 
the guns of two revenue cutters after it had 
been foutid that she could not bo saved.

Jersey C;t.v, 
was bung in a she i k.town as the “.iog-liou*e,' 
and narrowly esciped with his life, lie was 
driving ¡uto the building with a load of sail, 
and stooped to pass under the door-frame. lie 
raised up too soon, aud his head caught be­ 
tween two beams. The team stopped iu obe­ 
dience tn his pull at the reins, and a number 
of men ran to his assistance. ¿Y messenger 
was sent for a doctor, and Dr. Buck, tho 
Cocnty Physlolan, 'whs soon In attendance. 
A number of men were sent up in th® loft to 
pry tb® bcatys npart. Another gang, with a 
yoke of oxon, tried to pull the wagon back, it 
having settled in a mud-hole and materially 
Increased the* man’s suffering. 
His head 
swelled with the attempts to extricate him, 
and lie became Insensible. 
After half an 
hour’s work lie was taken down and carried 
to his re.-ldence, where he has since remained 
in a state of insensibility. His physician thinks 
that his chance for recovery is doubt ful. He 
has a wife and two children.

As to the latter, no is 
confident that the mechanic actually accom­ 
plishes less per hour, besides working onc-llftli 
'e3s hours. Where contractors’ he p and gov­ 
ernment help work sida i*y side on the same 
building there is, of course, a ch.iueu for 
much ill will. If government emp’oyoi are to 
have a bounty of 2J per cent, above the wag < s 
of the labor market, lie sees no reason why 
government clerks and other official! should 
not also be advanced 20 per cent, lie think* 
the eight-hour law has “ cost millions of 
dollars, without benefltting the laborer or me­ 
chanic in the slightest degree."

Came to New Y’o. k to earn my living. I had 
a wife and four children, and nothing else. I 
preached whenever I was invited. One day I 
was invited to preach in Jersey City, and Idi-: 
preach as I always do with all my heart, as if 
I expected that to be my last sermon. When 
I had done, a lady came to me and talked 
about my preaching, and said, “leave jour­ 
nalism aiid go to preaching; go to#preaching 
iu a garret, in a cellar or—a tut’. Only be­ 
gin." I did so. I hired a room, advertised it 
In the Herald that Dr. Deems, of South Caro­ 
lina, would preach there on Sunday morning. 
There were just sixteen persons preseut, 
countiug my wife, myself and my four chil­ 
dren. The next Sunday there were over thirty, 
and the next seventy-seven. At the close of the 
services. I staled that tho meetings would cease, 
when a lean, lank man in the congregation 
asked me if it was want of money that stopped 
me. I said it was. 
He said, “Let us take a 
collection,” and they did, and the room was 
hired for another mouth. 
We struggled on 
and at last 1 made a proclamation, asking 
all who wished to become members to present 
themselves. Thirty-five persons were enrobed 
We went on, starvingalraost, tiu*. ¿tfrtUUfling. 
Oh ! brother Pentecost, this 8 a happy da« 
for you. No brothers wqRtJmed me —not one. 
Now we havo taken '465 people, and every 
camp stool is fii’ca. At last, one day God put 
it in the heart of the Iasi man in New York I 
would ha»rt thought of to give ire Mr. Booth’s 
old chnrrfi, and It Is packed and crowded now. 
The sa/ing of slnuórs Is the work of the 
churr a. 
We never havo time for politics. 
We are preparing for u kiugdora that shall 
stfind when all else Is swept away. 
The “ last man in New York" that Dr. 
Deems would have thought of, was Commo­ 
dore Vanderbilt,

O jo of the most singular as well as auda­ 
cious burglaries yet brought to light was dis­ 
covered on Tuesday night of this week, being 
no loss th ut a burglarizing of that dreaded in­ 
stitution lo all criminals and offenders, the 
Panltenliary. 
The manner of the burglary, 
how it was accomplished and by whom, is as 
follows: John Urowo, colored, convicted of 
grand larceny in Washington, D. C., in 1870, 
an i William King, white, convicted of bur­ 
glary aud horse stealing, were released last 
week from the institution, their terms having 
expired. 
Of course they had nothing much left to 
support them, arid on gaining their liberty 
they naturally resorted to their old occupation 
In order to gain a subsistence. 
Each followed 
his own lent, however, as neither was ac- 
q tinted with the other. 
Their long stay in 
the I enltcnliary had accustomed them to Its 
interior, and it ap|>ears they must have calcu­ 
lated how it could Ik? gaiued In the safest man­ 
ner bom Hie outside. 
At night the sentinels

the prison, au I conseqaeutly that portion of 
the grounds Is left comparatively unwatched.

One of the most singular as well as auda­ 
cious burglaries yet brought to light was dis­ 
covered on Tuesday night of this week, being 
uo less than a burglarizing of that dreaded in­ 
stitution to all criminals and offenders, the 
Penitentiary. 
The manner of tho burglary, 
how it was accomplished and by whom, is as 
follows: John Brown, colored, convicted of 
grand larceny in Washington, D. C., In 1870, 
and William King, white, convicted of bur­ 
glary and iiorse stealing, were released last 
week from the institution, their terms having 
expired. 
Of course they had nothing much left to 
support them, and on gaining their liberty 
they naturally resorted to their old occupation 
in order to gain a subsistence. 
Each followed 
his own bent, however, as neither was ac- 
qaimed with the other. 
Their loDg stay in 
tho I enitcnliary had accustomed them to Us 
interior, and it appears they must have calcu­ 
lated how It could be gained In the safest man­ 
ner fioin the outside. 
At night the sentinels 
at the shops are withdrawn to the interior of 
the prison, aud consequently that portion of 
the grounds is left comparatively uuwatched. 
King, it appears, several days after bi3 re­ 
lease, by means of a rope, climbed the south 
wall, aud entered one of the shops and carried 
oil a number of pairs of shoe3 which had been 
finished. 
The next night, which was Tuesday 
night of this week, Browu, the colored man, 
who bad been loafing about the city, stole a 
ladder from some unfinished premises on Mad­ 
ison avenue, and carrying it ovor to the Peni­ 
tentiary, placed It against the suatb wall and 
thus gained the interior. 
Once in, he very 
leisurely proceeded to pack up a large number 
of shoes in a bag, which he dragged to tho 
watchman’s shanty, unoccupied at the lime, 
and there building a fire made himself com­ 
fortable for the night. 
lie remained uutil six o’clock in the morn­ 
ing, when he carried the bag ofi to tbo Ten 
Eyck farm, where he hid it beneath some 
bushes. 
With ibe shoes he carried off a par­ 
cel of clothing belong to Roberts, the confi­ 
dence man. 
Capt. Pillsbnry notified Chief 
Maloy of the robbery, and Detectives Brennan 
and Winnie were detailed to work the matter 
up. 
The result of their efforts was the arrest 
of tho above Darned. 
Brown confessed as far 
as he was concerned, and both were comm: ted 
for further examination. 
Browu disposed of 
everal pairs of the shoes in Troy. Both etaml 
a prospect of being sent back to the institu­ 
tion for a term of years.— Albany Journal.

Three weeks had elapsed, and still the Glen- 
mutchkin Railway shares were at a premium, 
though rather lower than when sold. 
Our en­ 
gineer, Watty Solder, returned from his first 
surrey of the line, along with an assistant who 
really appeared to have some remote glimmer­ 
ings of the science and practice of mensura­ 
tion. 
It seemed, from a verbal report, that the 
line wus actually practicable; and tho survey 
would have been completed In a short time—
